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CHANGE IN ORGANIZATION OF THE GOVERNMENT OF GUAM 



Recent proclamations and orders have brought 
about, or will bring about in the near future, con- 
siderable changes in the organization of the Govern- 
ment of Guam. It may be noted that the changes 
are more in the way of establishing system, uni- 
formity, and order, than an overthrow of established 
practices. Some things, however, are entirely new, 
such for example, as the holding of general elections, 
two houses in the Congress instead of one, repre- 
sentation in the Congress in accordance with popula- 
tion, and the separation of congressmen from the 
commissioners; although there is nothing to prevent 
a congressman from being a commissioner, or vice 
versa. 

In order that all interested may have a general 
idea of what has been done, a brief review follows. 
This is believed to be the greatest political advance 
that Guam has made in its history. 

26 March, 1930; proclamation designing and 
establishing citizenship in Guam. 

24 December, 1930; proclamation extending 
certain rights to the people of Guam and es- 
tablishing the right of citizens to vote in local 
affairs without regard to race, color, or sex. 

24 January, 1931; proclamation establishing a 
new Guam Congress to be composed of Council 
and Assembly. The Council corresponds rough- 
ly to the U. S. Senate and the Assembly to the 
House of Representatives. 

24 January, 1931; Executive Order No. 39, 
designating the present Guam Congress as the 
First, and the new Congress as the Second 
Guam Congress. 

26 January, 1931; Executive Order No. 41, 
ordering general elections for members of the 
Congress, Commissioners and Deputy Commiss- 
ioners, every second year. Registration day 
will be the first Sunday in March of each odd 
numbered year. Election day will be the first 
Saturday following the first Sunday (the Satur- 
day immediately following registration day) of 
each odd numbered year. 

27 January, 1931; Executive Order No. 42, 
terminating the terms of all Commissioners and 
Deputy Commissioners on 15 March, 1931, and 
providing for the election of new Commissioners 
and Deputy Commissioners on 7 March, 1931. 



27 January, 1931; Executive Order No. 44, 
setting forth qualifications for voters and 
methods of conducting registration and election. 

28 January, 1931; Executive Order No. 45, 
establishing the office of the Chief Commissioner 
as a direct representative of the Governor, to 
have charge of all Commissioners and Deputy 
Commissioners of the Island and to care for the 
duties w T hich have heretofore been assigned to 
the Commissioner of Agana. The Chief Com- 
missioner as the Governor's representative is an 
appointive official. 

28 January, 1931; Executive Order No. 46, 
sets forth the authorized councilmen for the 
second Guam Congress, and states the districts 
or municipalites from which authorized. It 
also designates the Honorable V. P. Camacho, 
Judge of the Island Court, as temporary Chair- 
man of the Council. 

28 January, 1931; Executive Order No. 47, 
sets forth the Assemblymen allowed for the 
Second Guam Congress and the Districts or 
Municipalities from which allowed. It also 
designates the Honorable J. M. Camacho, as 
temporary Chairman of the Assembly. 

28 January, 1931; Executive Order No. 48, 
sets forth the Commissioners and Deputy Com- 
missioners allowed. 

29 January, 1931; Executive Order No. 49, 
designates the Assemblymen from each of the 
barrios of the city of Agana. 

30 January, 1931; Executive Order No. 51, 
prescribes rates of pay for Commissioners and 
Deputy Commissioners. 

31 January, 1931; Executive Order No. 52, 
sets up the position of Secretary to the Governor. 
This position is now being held by Mr. A. T. 
Perez. 

31 January, 1931; Executive Order No. 53, 
sets forth the divisions of the old municipality 
of Agana into the municipalities of Agana, 
Barrigada, Dededo and Yigo, and further subdi- 
vides Barrigada, Dededo, Merizo, and Inarajan 
into districts. 

3 February, 1931; Executive Order No. 54, sets 
forth the divisions of the municipality of Agana 
into Barrios. 
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THIS ISSUE MARKS SEVENTH YEAR OF 
THE GUAM RECORDER 

The Guam Recorder comes out this month, an 
Island news magazine seven years old. Its policy 
has always been for "Progress, Education, and De- 
velopment in this Island". Its history records also 
the history of endeavors and achievements, not only 
of the Government of Guam, but the progress made 
by the inhabitants as well. 

The Guam Recorder first saw the light in April 
1924 with Lieutenant-Commander P. J. Searles, Civil 
Engineer Corps, U. S. Navy as the Editor. Since 
that time the Recorder has forged ahead and conti- 
nued to hold its place as a medium of historical 
knowledge concerning the past and present history 
of Guam unequaled by any other publication. 

As a reference for accurate information regarding 
the past history of visiting ships, and conditions as 
found by many navigators since the arrival of 
Magallanes the discoverer of the island, in 1521, 
and as a record of the shipping, arrival and depar- 
ture of passengers and mails during the past seven 
years, the Recorder has the reputation of being a 
reliable paper. 

The early historical information published in the 
Recorder has been gleaned from many volumes, 
ships' logs, and diaries of the leading libraries and 
historical societies, by its first editor. 



A PRETTY NICE PLACE AFTER ALL 

The following Editorial from the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger is quite an appreciable contrast from 
other newspaper articles which now and then make 
their appearance, and report interviews with whiners 
who are critical about small things, and who seek 
cheap notoriety by the publication of their photo- 
graphs with offensive statements about Guam and its 
people. 

NEWS FROM GUAM 

With the newspaper front pages telling of earth- 
quakes and snow in Mexico, record cold spells in 
Philadelphia and New York, record hot waves in 
Buenos Aires and political and terrestrial unrest in 
both hemispheres, there is something soothing and 
altogether satisfying in the contents of the Novem- 
ber issue of the Guam Recorder, a little monthly 
news magazine which for the better part of two 
months has been making its leisurely way across the 
Pacific and across the American continent. For 
while Guam, that little rocky Pacific island six days 
east of Manila, six days south of Kobe and twenty 
days west of San Francisco, has heat and cold, sun- 
shine and rain, earthquakes aud winds, those little 
matters are of no consequence. They give way to 
Arbor Day exercises, school news, the Red Cross 
drive, basketball and boxing. And nowhere in the 
little publication is there a report of a murder, a sui- 
cide, a municipal scandal, a liquor raid or a political 
campaign. Instead there is a good, long, readable 
article about the travels of the early Jesuits among 
the East Indies. 

In all this news, leisurely set forth by a little group 
of men largely composed of United States Navy offi- 
cers, there is a detachment from the Western World's 
frenzy that is frankly alluring. Life in Guam must be 
pleasantly casual — for a time, at least. Every ten days 
or so a vessel touches there and brings mail. Mean- 
while, the people attend school parties or basketball 
games or boxing bouts —amateur bouts, entirely 
lacking in ballyhoo — and, the weather permitting, 
they play golf with golf balls as top prizes. 

Of course, if the reader must have the news of vital 
importance, he can turn to next to the last page, and 
there he will find a table showing that during Octo- 
ber 10.38 inches of rain fell, the average temperature 
at noon was 89.1 degrees and thirteen earthquakes 
were recorded. 

Guam must be a pretty nice place, after all.

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KNOW YE, that by virtue of the power and authority 
vested in me as Governor of Guam, I declare that the 
following articles shall have full force and effect of law 
in the Island of Guam from and including the 16th 
day of March, one thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
one, and that all laws and parts of laws now in effect 
and inconsistent w T ith the provisions hereinafter set 
forth are revoked insofar as is necessary to make this 
proclamation effective. 

ARTICLE I. 

That Congress of Guam shall consist of a Council 
and an Assembly. 

ARTICLE II. 

1. The Assembly shall be composed of members 
chosen every second year by the people of the several 
municipalities or districts. 

2. No person shall be an Assemblyman who shall 
not have attained the age of twenty-five years, have 
been five years a citizen of Guam, and who shall not, 
when elected, be a permanent resident of the munici- 
pality or district in which he shall be chosen. 

3. Assemblymen shall be apportioned among the 
several municipalities and districts according to their 
respective populations. The enumeration accepted for 
this purpose shall be the official figures as show T n in 
the latest census of the United States and its possessions. 

4. The number of Assemblymen shall not exceed 
one for every seven hundred, or major fraction thereof, 
of the population of the municipality or district re- 
presented, but each municipality or district shall have 
at least one Assemblyman; provided, that where a 
municipality is divided into districts, the municipality 
as a whole shall not be entitled to an Assemblyman. 

5. The Assemblymen shall choose their Chairman 
and other officers from among their membership. 

ARTICLE III. 

1. The Council shall be composed of members 
chosen every fourth year by the people of the several 
municipalities or districts. 

2. No person shall be a Councilman who shall not 
have attained the age of thirty years, have been seven 
years a citizen of Guam, and who shall not, when 
elected, be a permanent resident of the municipality 
or district from which he shall be chosen. 

3. The number of Councilmen shall not exceed one 
for each municipality or district; provided, that where 
a municipality is divided into districts, each district 
shall be entitled to one Councilman but the munici- 
pality as a whole shall not be entitled to a Councilman. 

4. The Councilmen shall choose their Chairman, 
from without their membership, to serve four years, 
but no person shall be eligible for Chairman of the 
Council unless he be qualified for election to that House. 

5. The Chairman of the Council shall have no vote 
unless the votes of the members present be equally 
divided. 

6. The Chairmanship of the Council may be declared 
vacant by the concurrence of three-fourths of the 
Members present. 



7. The Councilmen shall choose their other officers, 
and also a Chairman pro tempore, in the absence of the 
Chairman, from among their membership. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Each House may determine the rules of its proceed- 
ings, punish its members for disorderly behavior, and, 
with the concurrence of two-thirds of its whole member- 
ship, expel a member. 

ARTICLE V. 

Each House shall be the judge of the elections, the 
returns therefrom, and the qualifications of its own 
members, and a majority shall constitute a quorum to 
do business. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The Congress shall assemble on the first Saturday of 
each month, unless that day be a legal holiday, in 
which case, it shall assemble on the following Monday. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The times, places and manners of holding elections 
for Councilmen and Assemblymen shall be prescribed 
by the Governor of Guam. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

When a vacancy happens in the representation from 
any municipality or district, the Governor will issue a 
writ of election to fill such vacancy. 

ARTICLE IX. 

Councilmen and Assemblymen shall receive no com- 
pensation for their services, as such, other than that 
which may be provided by the Government of Guam, 
and any such compensation shall be paid out of the 
treasury of Guam. 

ARTICLE X. 

Councilmen and Assemblymen, shall, except for 
treason, felony, or breach of the peace, be privileged 
from arrest during their attendance at a session of the 
Congress, and in going to and returning from the same; 
and for any speech or debate in either House they shall 
not be questioned in any other place. 

ARTICLE XI. 

Each House shall keep a record of its proceedings, 
and the votes of members of either House on any 
question shall, at the desire of one-fifth of those pre- 
sent, be entered in the record. 

ARTICLE XII. 

Every bill which shall have passed both Houses, by 
a majority vote of the members present in each House, 
shall be presented to the Governor of Guam. If he 
approves and signs it, it will then have full force and 
effect of law in the Island of Guam. If he does not 
approve it, he will return it, stating his objections, to 
the House where it originated, and such disapproval 
will be final. 
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ARTICLE XIII. 

The powers of the Congress will be set forth from 
time to time by proclamation. 

ARTICLE XIV. 
The Congress shall not be included in any depart- 
ment of the Government of Guam. 

• In witness whereof, I have hereto set my hand and 
caused the seal of Guam to be affixed.

Principal Quinata then addressed those present and 
expressed pleasure in being afforded an opportunity 
in speaking on behalf of the school and the citizens 
of the district. He stated that during the adminis- 
tration of Governor Gilmer, in 1919, the Governor 
had visited the district and upon the offer of volun- 
teer labor on the part of the people of Talofofo the 
first school building was erected. The new school 
opened with an enrollment of forty in 1920. 

In 1925, Governor H. B. Price visited Talofofo and 
as a result of this visit a new and much more sub- 
stantial school building replaced the old one. The 
new school opened in June 1925 with an enrollment 
of sixty pupils. The Principal closed his speech with 
the assurance that they would make every effort pos- 
sible to be worthy of the new name which their school 
was to bear, the "William W. Gilmer School", in 
honor of the eleventh American Governor of Guam. 



GOVERNOR BRADLEY'S REMARKS 

Governor Gilmer saw the need of a school at Talo- 
fofo and was instrumental in bringing about its erec- 
tion. It seems to me that he must have realized 
that this high plateau is a most excellent place to 
raise those strong men and women who must be the 
safe-guards of Guam in the future. 

The resources of Guam are so limited and the time 
of each Governor is so short that no one Governor is 
able to do much in a material way for many of the 
districts or municipalities. As a consequence, each 
must devote himself more or less to a few projects. 
For my part, I have endeavored to push forward the 
roads of the Island and to so improve them that com- 
munication between the different sections would be- 
come easier and more rapid. By this means, I have 
thought to benefit materially all parts of the Island. 

But there are other things, things of the mind, 
which are of equal value, or even superior, to the 
edifices which we construct of wood and stone, and 
which will outlast those material structures in which 
we take such pride. I have gone far in these ways 
and have tried to so modify your government as to 
build up in each of you that pride of race, pride of 
accomplishments, and pride of your land, which is so 
necessary to create the self-respect needed if you are 
to take part in the Government of your own home- 
land. I believe I have been successful in those ways 
and I know you have responded most heartily to 
each advance. 

I am sorry that this plateau of Talofofo is so diffi- 
cult of access that few officials visit it in the course 
of a year, but I am glad to have had this opportunity 
to meet all of you today. 



The people of Talofofo were present in large num- 
bers and particularly enjoyed the Station Band, 
which had never before visited their community. 
The singing by the school girls' glee club was the 
best we have heard in Guam. 

Principal Quinata and Deputy Commissioner Cas- 
tro were excellent hosts. The feature of the trip 
followed refreshments and was the visit of the party 
to the immense As Dimas Caves. About twenty of 
the young folks also enjoyed a beach party before 
returning to the Station.

Principal, Miss Teresa Terlaje, spoke very inter- 
estingly upon the history of the school from its es- 
tablishment in 1915 to the present time, recalling the 
construction of the first building and the enrollment 
of but nineteen pupils with one teacher. As time 
went by the building was enlarged, but until 1929 
the fourth grade was the highest taught. During 
this year the building was further enlarged to ac- 
commodate the increased attendance and two more 
grades were added. Three teachers are now required 
to supervise the school work. It was during this 
year also that the Parent-Teachers' Association was 
organized in this district, and was reorganized in 
June 1930 by the present principal to a more active 
status. 

GOVERNOR BRADLEY'S REMARKS 

"it was almost exactly twenty-eight years ago that 
Commander W. E. Sewell arrived in Guam and as- 
sumed the duties of Governor. At that time Gov- 
ernor Sewell was in poor health, and during the year 
which followed he became so sick that it was neces- 
sary to return him to the United States as an invalid. 
He failed to recover his health and shortly after- 
wards answered the last roll call and passed into the 
great unknown. 

If Governor Sewell could return and look upon 
Criiam today, I am sure he would be very proud of 
both the Island and its people, for quite remarkable 
changes have taken place in the years which have 
elapsed and the advances made have been most cred- 



itable to this island people. Only a little more than 
a quarter of a century ago there were practically no 
roads in Guam and all traffic had to move by bull 
cart over narrow trails through the forest or along 
the beaches, while today, an ever increasing network 
of fine roads permits the automobile or truck to go 
scurrying about the land, furnishing comfortable, 
rapid, and fairly economical transportation. Only 
twenty-eight years ago schools did not exist in Guam 
outside of Agana, and education was considered to 
be a luxury to be indulged in only by the few who 
might be able to afford it; while today there are 
schools scattered throughout the land, more than 
twenty per cent of the population of the Island is 
under instruction, and education, far from being a 
luxury, has become recognized as essential to every 
Chamorro, regardless of circumstances or of worldly 
possessions. 

It was only a short time back that when matters 
of government came up, the inhabitant of Guam 
shrugged his shoulders and considered the Governor 
to be the only person really concerned. Today all 
this is changed, for we now have a great many of the 
residents of Guam who have had sufficient experi- 
ence in worldly affairs so as to be capable of offering 
assistance in the administration of the Government, 
and who just now are on the verge of holding the 
first general election, an election which will bring 
into existence a new congress for the Island. It is 
hoped that the people of the Island and their chosen 
representatives will so conduct themselves, and will 
show such a fine capacity for moderation and non- 
partisanship, that the next year or so will demon- 
strate to the United States the desirability of recog- 
nizing the peoples' elected representatives as a law- 
making organization. But everyone must realize 
that it is not we adults in whose hands the future of 
the Island rests, but rather, we must acknowledge 
that we are nearing the end of our usefulness and 
that the children of the land will have control in a 
few short years. It is a great pleasure to know how 
well these children are responding to all demands 
made upon them during their school lives, for the 
responses they are now making indicate what fine 
things may be expected of them when they grow to 
manhood. 



One may well feel optimistic in regard to the future 
of Guam when he looks at its three thousand eight 
hundred school children, for it is easy to understand 
that many outstanding men and women will come 
from their midst to lead the Island on to peace and 
prosperity. 

I sincerely hope that the future may hold only 
health and happiness for the people of this munici- 
pality of Yona. M

Description of the Islands of Tinian and Saipan 

Tinian, or Bona Vista, is separated from Aguijan 
by a channel five miles broad. It has been celebrated 
for its fertility and the prodigious quantity of cattle; 
in 1876 it contained about two hundred inhabitants. 
It is ten miles in extent, North and South, and four 
and a half miles broad. Stinharon or Anson Road, 
on the S. W. side of the island, being open, and the 
bottom being very bad, cannot be recommended as 
an anchorage, particularly between the months of 
June and October; at other times it is secure. Lord 
Anson anchored here, Aug. 27, 1742, in twenty-two 
fathoms, on a bottom of hard sand and coral, about 
one and a half miles off shore; at this position the two 
extremes of the island bore N. W. V4 N. and S. E. 
!4 E.; the centre of Agnijan Island, S. S. W.; the 
peak of Saypan Island was visible over the island of 
Tinian, N. E. by N. V2 N.; and a reef of rocks lying 
between the vessel and the shore E. by S. % S. 

The first account of the Mariana Archipelago that 
deserves the attention of navigators is that given by 
Richard Walter, the chaplain to Commodore Anson, 
in his voyage round the world, who came to Tinian 
as just stated, and remained till the end of October, 
1742. Frightful ravages had been made by scurvy in 
the ill-fated crew of the Centurion, in a previous 
part of her voyage. They arrived here in their float- 
ing hospital, and by means of refreshments sponta- 
neously produced, they all recovered in a week. 
Walter draws the picture of Tinian in the most glow- 
ing colours. The healthy and dry soil, the beauty 
of its natural meadows, the diversified woods and 
lawns, valleys and hills, abounding with herds of 
thousands of cattle; guanacoes, wild hogs, exceed- 
ingly fierce, but excellent meat; wild fowls, too, in 
every part; its fruits, guavas, cocoannts in consider- 
able numbers, limes, oranges, and "a kind of fruit 
peculiar to these islands, called by the Indians 
rhymay, but by us "bread-fruit", swell into a long 
list of luxuries to the declining mariners. The fish 
that were taken proved obnoxious; Walter supposes 
from the men eating too much, but Byron afterwards 
proved that it really was of deleterious quality. The 
island had no rivulets or running water, but springs 
were everywhere met with, and in the midst of the 
island there are two or three pieces of excellent 
water". The accounts of Anson's stay, and what 
they saw in Tinian, led to very great expectation in 
the succeeding visitors. 

When Byron came here, twenty-two years after 
Anson, he found Tinian a very different place to 
what it had been described. Instead of a paradise, 



it was, in almost all respects, the reverse. The cli- 
mate was insufferably hot, the water scarce and bad, 
and the plague of fleas intolerable. Walter, it is 
true, mentions the last drawback; but Byron says 
they were covered with them from head to foot, nor 
could they open their mouths without getting them 
filled. Added to this, it was found more unhealthy 
than almost any other place that they had visited. 
The two accounts of 1742, and Byron's in 1763, could 
scarcely be more opposite. Wallis, who came here 
in 1767, draws a picture scarcely more flattering than 
the latter. Capt. Gilbert, who passed it in 1788, 
says that Captain Wallis's account seemed to be 
nearest to its condition at that time; so that we may 
suppose that Lord Byron's picture is somewhat over- 
drawn, as that of Walter's undoubtedly is. Lieut. 
Mortimer, who came here in 1789, in the Mercury, 
got all they required, but the cattle were very wild 
and shy. The well near the anchorage, so much 
praised by Richard Walter, and so dispraised by 
Byron as being brackish and full of worms, was 
found to be good and sweet; but this may have been 
the effect of season. Lieutenant Mortimer was here 
in December, Commodore Byron in August; Captain 
Gilbert found it dry in August 1788. 

On one point all agree, that is, the badness of the 
roadstead; we therefore quote Richard Walters 
words: — "But the most important and formidable 
exception to the place remains still to be told; this 
is, the inconvenience of the road, and the little secu- 
rity there is, in some seasons, for a ship to anchor. 
The only proper anchorage place for ships of burthen 
is at theS. W. end of the island; the Peak of Saypan, 
seen over the northern part of Saypan, and bearing 
N. N. E. % E., is a direction for readily finding it; 
the anchoring place is then eight miles distant. Here 
the Centurion anchored in twenty-two fathoms about 
one and a half mile off the shore opposite to a sandy 
bay. The bottom of this road is full of sharp pointed 
rocks, which during four months of the year that is, 
from the middle of June to the middle of October, 
render it a very unsafe anchorage. This is the sea- 
son of the western monsoons; when near the full and 
change of the moon, but more particularly at the 
change the wind is usually variable all round the 
compass, and seldom fails to blow with such fury 
that the stoutest cables are not to be confided in. 
What adds to the danger at these times is the ex- 
cessive rapidity of the tide of flood, which sets to the 
S. E., between this island and that of Aguijan. This 
tide runs at first with a vast bead and overfall of 
water, occasioning such a hollow and overgrown sea 
as is scarcely to be conceived, so that we were under 
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the dreadful apprehension of being pooped by it, 
though we were in a sixty gun ship. In the remain- 
ing eight months of the year, that is, from the mid- 
die of October to the middle of June, there is a con- 
stant season of settled weather; when, if the cables 
are but well armed, there is scarcely any danger of 
their being ever rubbed. I shall only add that the 
anchoring bank is very shelving, and stretches along 
the S. W. end of the island, and is entirely free from 
shoals, except a reef of rocks, which is visible, and 
lies about half a mile from the shore, affording a 
narrow passage into a small bay, which is the only 
place where boats can possibly land." (Anson's 
Voyage, book 111., chap. 2). 

We have been more discursive on Tinian than its 
merits deserve, but as it is a point familiar in the 
history of navigation, it has more interest than it 
would otherwise claim. The position of the village 
of Sunharon, abreast of Anson Road, is lat. 14° 59* 
22" N., long. 145* 36' 20" E. 

Captain Sanchez y Zayas says that Tinian is very 
low, and has no hills of any kind. But pumice-stone, 
black sand and scorial, which are found everywhere 
on it, give certain indications of its volcanic origin. 
All the western side, except Sunharon, is perpendi- 
cular and may be close to, especially at Point Gur- 
guan, the S. W. end of which he nearly touched in 
the Narvaez, but still it would be better to give it a 
berth of half a mile, as the shores are not perfectly 
known. 

In the N. W. part there is a reef which runs off a 
short distance, and off the eastern side; which is 
eveu more perpendicular, and more weather-beaten 
than the western coast. It is said that a reef extends 
eastward from Point L,alo, the South extremity. 

The village of Sunharon consisted, at the time of 
the visit of the Narvaez, of fifteen huts inhabited by 
fifteen people, who were sent here from Agana, and 
changed every two years, for the purpose of slaugh- 
tering cattle and drying the flesh, making what is 
called tajea or tasajo (jerked beef), which is sold for 
the benefit of the Leper's hospital, and forms one of 
the small sources of revenue possessed by the islands. 
At a short distance from the village, on the East 
coast, is the hospital for incurable lepers, of which 
lepers, there were only three in 1865, creatures con- 
demned without mercy by the Spaniards, but they 
are cared for b}' the Indians. The antiquities which 
are found on Tinian have been before alluded to. 

Sunharon is the only point where a vessel can an- 
chor or a boat can land. The Narvaez anchored here 
for five hours in the best spot she could find, and 
with every caution, but she broke her anchor. This 
will indicate the worth of the anchorage. 

Saipari or Seypan Island, which is distinguished 
by a lofty peak, is so close to Tinian that small boats 
Pass from one to the other over the shoal water. This 
island is fertile, wooded, and about fourteen miles 
long, N. N. E. and S. S. W. (Author's Footnote. 
Captain Sanchez y Zayas found that the charts of 
Saypan were very defective, and that many of the 



names were misplaced. A long reef was shown as 
running out from the North part of the island, and 
terminating about eight miles from its southern 
point, and on this reef is placed Managasa and two 
other small islets. Nothing of this kind exists. The 
chart he has improved is not quite correct, but is 
better than that previously given). The volcanic 
cone is of a perfect form, but its elevation has been 
much exaggerated. Captain Sanchez y Zayas be- 
lieves that it is not more than one thousand to one 
thousand two hundred feet, but it was not measured. 
It has been given at double this. At about two or 
three miles North of this peak there is another ex- 
tinct crater, moderately elevated. The Southern 
part of the island is flatter, forming an extensive 
grazing ground. The beach is bordered by trees, 
among which the cocoa-nut palm is conspicuous. 

Formerly the island must have been populous, 
judging from the numerous tombs which are met 
with, and there are still some caves filled with skulls, 
which were the objects of veneration before the ar- 
rival of the Spaniards, by whom it was entirely de- 
populated. In 1810, the Americans founded a trading 
post for the whalers, but they were driven away in 
1815. About 1842, some natives of the Carolines, 
whose island had been submerged, obtained permis- 
sion to settle here, and they founded the village of 
Garapan on the East coast, which in 1876 had about 
seven hundred inhabitants. These people have 
cleared the greater part of the island, and have it 
well under cultivation; the men are also good sailors 
and pilots. There are also some convicts and a 
Spanish guard of about fifty men. 

The direction of the western coast of Saipan, be- 
yond the South point, is first N. W., then it turns to 
the North. It is skirted by coral reefs, extending 
from one to one and a half miles from the shore, and 
has an arm stretching to the S. W., near the end of 
which is Managasa Island, about two and a half miles 
N. N. W. from the N. W. point of Saypan. 

Garapan, in lat. 15* 12' 11" N., long. 145* 40' 
30' ' E., may be recognized from sea at some miles 
distance by a large white rock on the shore, resem- 
bling a white patch on the dark green of the vegeta- 
tion. When this bears between North and East you 
may steer for it, but it must on no account be brought 
to the South of East, or between East and South. 
Managasa Island will be left to port, guarding against 
the reef off it, and you may anchor with the flagstaff 
at the village to the North of East, in ten to fifteen 
fathoms. Care must be taken not to bring the flag- 
staff to bear East, because this leads on to the Tor- 
tuga Bank, which is extremely dangerous, and nearly 
awash, the sea but rarely breaking on it. To the 
North of this bank is a series of other shoals, sepa- 
rated by small channels, which unite with those of 
Managasa Island. 

There is anchorage also about a mile outside the 
reefs in nineteen fathoms, to seven or eight fathoms 
close to them, coral bottom, bringing the most con- 
spicuous of the houses about E.N.E., and Managasa 
Island to North or N. by E. The bottom is gener- 
ally rocky or coral, but with some sandy spots* The 
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Narvaez anchored in fourteen fathoms, rock and 
sand, with the West point of Managasa N. by E., 
the East point N. 14 E.; Saypan N. W. point N. 35 
E. ; the largest house in Garapan N. 68 E.; the N. E. 
point of Tinian S. 14 W.; and the N. W. point S. 
24 W. 

During the period of the N. E. trades this anchor- 
age is safe, but during the season when the S. W. 
monsoon may reach the Marianas, a vessel would be 
in great danger here, should she be overtaken with 
even moderately bad weather. 

There is a boat channel across the reefs to the vil- 
lage ; it is wide enough and is beaconed by the natives 
with trunks of trees. This channel can be used by 
day by attending to these marks, but not by night 
without a competent guide, as the channel is very 
crooked. 

Tanapag is a spacious harbour between the N. W. 
shore of Say pan and Managasa Island. The entrance 
is difficult, especially for a sailing vessel, with N. E. 
winds, the narrow channel being bestrewed with 
rocky heads, but when within there is a well-sheltered 
and safe anchorage. The Spanish corvette did not 
remain long enough to make a plan of it, but from 
what was learned respecting it, it was concluded that 
this harbour, and that of San Luis D' Apra, (Guam) 
were the only ones in the Marianas, where a vessel 
of any size could heave down and careen. A whaler 
of considerable draught had done so in Tanapag. 

Magicienne Bay, so named by Capt. N. Vansittart, 
R.N., C.B., in command of the steam-frigate of that 
name, in July, 1858, is on the S. W. side of Saypan; 
lat. 15* 8' 30", long. 145* 44'. Captain Sanchez y 
Zayas says that it is not better than any other part of 
the coast where there are regular soundings. It is 
probably safe with S. W. winds (August and Sep- 
tember), but it would be better to go to Tanapag. 
During the rest of the year it would be impossible to 
remain here on account of the heavy sea. The 
Magicienne, from Hawaii to Hong Kong, being short 
of fuel, came here to cut wood. 

Mr. Harvey, the master of the steam-frigate, says:- 

"This bay cannot be recommended to a sailing 
vessel, as the water is deep, and the anchorage so 
close to a coral reef bordering its shore, that with a 
southerly wind there would be no room to weigh. 
The depth is thirty fathoms, over coral with sandy 
patches, at only a third of a mile from the bluff at the 
head of the bay, decreasing rapidly to three fathoms 
close alongside the coral reef, which nearly dfies at 
low water. The Magicienne anchored in eighteen 
fathoms, with the S. W. point of the bay bearing S. 
y% E., about two and a half miles; the S. E. point, 
which is a bluff, E. S. E., one and a quarter mile; 
and a wooded bluff at the head of the bay, N. N. W. 
Vl W., nearly a third of a mile. When the vessel 
swung to the shore there was nine fathoms, coral 
patches, under her stern, and she was distant only a 
cable's length from the reef ; at a cable's length to 
the southward of her anchor there was no bottom at 
seventy fathoms. The bay is well protected, being 
open only from E. S. E. to South/ 



M Supplies. — There is a plentiful supply of wood 
growing on the shores of Magicienne Bay, being for 
the most part the thickness of a man's body, white 
when cut, and in substance something between a bad 
ash and a poplar. The best place for landing is on 
the sandy beach to the eastward of the wooded bluff 
at the head of the bay. The crew of the Magicienne 
cut down and brought on board one hundred and 
seventy-two fathoms in six days, the wood growing 
close to the beach, and easily carried to the boats, 
which could lie afloat close to the coral reef. The 
wood being free of resinous substances, it did not 
give out so much heat as might have been expected; 
three and a half fathoms of it being only equal to one 
ton of good Welsh coal. No water could be ob- 
tained; wells were dug, but the water from them was 
brackish; indeed, there appears to be no water on the 
island except what is caught during the rains, and 
the rainy season in August, September, and October. 
Cocoa-nuts, bread-fruit and limes are plentiful. 
There are also many wild pigs and bullocks; the latter 
belong to the Spanish government. Pigs, poultry, 
and fruit, can be obtained at the village. 

"The few days the Magicienne remained in this 
bay the wind was light from the S. E. during the 
day, and at night a light air from the land between 
N. E. and N. W. 

"It is high tide, on full and change, in Magicienne 
Bay, at 6h. 45m.; and the tide rises about 2j£ feet." 

Winds. — In January, February, and March winds 
from N. E. to North prevail, with violent rain 
squalls (churadas), veering in April to East, E.S.E., 
with moderate weather when the wind hauls to the 
South of East. In May, June, and July, the prevail- 
ing winds are from South and S. W., with good 
weather and less rain, although it is still abundant. 
From August to November it blows mostly from the 
West, with heavy rain interrupted by violent storms, 
the last two months being the hurricane season. In 
December the wind veers through N. W. to North 
and N. E.

Talkies For Ail U. S. Navy Ships 

Every ship in the United States fleet will have talk- 
ing movies aboard by July 19, 1931. 

The Navy Department has granted R. C. A. 
Photophone, Incorporated, of New York, contract for 
two hundred sound pictures sets to be installed on 
naval vessels. The Bureau of Navigation announced 
it was arranging with twelve major producers for 
talking pictures for the fleet. 

Delivery of the equipment will start April 1, 1931. 
Twenty sets will be placed on battleships; sixty on 
cruiser and auxiliary vessels, and one hundred and 
twenty on destroyers. — Sea Bag of the U.S.S. Oklahoma.

Governor Bradley's Relief Ordered To Guam 

Governor Bradley announces that he has received 
orders which will relieve him from duty as Governor 
of Guam and that he expects to depart in May for 
the Naval War College, Newport, R. I. 

Captain John S. Abbott, now in command of the 
U. S. S. MEDUSA, has been ordered to Guam as 
Governor Bradley's relief. He should arrive on the 
U. S. S. HENDERSON on 15 May. Captain Abbott 
is a graduate of the U. S. Naval Academy, class of 
1903. The records show that he was born in Calif- 
ornia on 19 March, 1882, and appointed to the 
Naval Academy on 12 September, 1899. 



Governor Bradley Honored 

The Governor is pleased to announce that he has 
just received a very handsome silver medal from 
the Vatican City. The medal was forwarded by 
Monsignor Joaquin Villalonga, S. J., with the state- 
ment that, 

"The Holy Father sends to you the first annual 
medal of the inauguration of the Vatican City, in 
recognition of your good services to the Church 
in Guam." 

In view of the provisions of the Constitution of the 
United States regarding the acceptance of such medals, 
the Governor has informed the Navy Department of 
its receipt and has requested instructions regarding its 
disposition until such time its acceptance may be 
authorized. 



The Guam Militia Advances 

An Executive Order just issued shows that the 
Guam Militia is on the way toward being developed 
into a homogeneous, loyal, and active organization. 
The new order sets the Guam Militia up as a self- 
supporting organization and provides for Militia fines 
being turned into a special fund which will be used to 
further the welfare of the organization. 

One-half of the cost of the Guam Militia's armory, 
now nearing completion, will be paid for by the Guam 
Guard Mail which soon goes out of existence. The 
other half will be paid for by the Island Government, 
but the local treasury will be entirely reimbursed by 
the Guam Militia's funds as they become available 
from time to time. 

It is a pleasure to note the continual advance of the 
Guam Militia along those lines which tends toward 
efficiency and usefulness.

Line passenger vessels will not call at Guam in the 
future. While the Island very much regrets the loss 
of this service, it was apparent from the beginning 
that without Government aid, a service of such large 
vessels, from such great distances, could not be 
successful. 

Pending the possible re-routing of the Army Trans- 
port Grant, to bring cold storage to Guam, the GOLD 
STAR will be used to connect with trans-Pacific 
vessels at other ports, and thus bring cold storage 
into Guam at regular intervals. 



Guam School Children Write "Thank You" Letters 

We learn from "The Guam Teacher' ' a monthly 
publication by the Local Department of Education, 
that the children of the public schools of Guam, have 
to date, written five hundred and fifty "Thank You" 
letters to the Junior Red Cross school children of the 
United States, acknowledging receipt and thanking 
them for the large amount of gift packages received 
at Christmas time, and which made so many happy 
which otherwise would have been forgotten. 



Clean Up Week Big Success 

The last week in January was designated as 
"Clean Up Week". This was started with a pub- 
licity parade of the school children, in which prob- 
ably one thousand five hundred from the various 
schools took part carrying banners displaying such 
slogans as: "Clean Up All Rubbish, " "Cleanliness 
is Next to Godliness/' "Swat the Fly/ ' etc. The 
progress of Clean Up Week was demonstrated in the 
great amount of all sorts of rubbish the Police De- 
partment was called upon to remove. 

Agana, and the villages of Guam have always been 
considered by visitors, to be the cleanest and neatest 
of all those of the Pacific Islands, but Clean Up Week 
this year has proven that there is still much to be 
desired from an ideal sanitary point ol view. 
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BIUE-BLOOD LIVESTOCK FOR GUAM 

There arrived via theU.S.S.NiTRO, which reached 
Guam 22 February a much traveled group of Blue- 
Bloods of the livestock world. 

The shipment consisted of two Ayrshire bulls and 
one dual-purpose Shorthorn bull, two Duroc-Jersey 
gilts and one boar of the same breed, ten pullets and 
two cockerels of the Single Comb White Leghorn 
breed and ten Single Comb Rhode Island Red pullets 
and two cockerels. These animals began their long 
sea voyage at Hampton Roads, Va., proceeded via the 
Panama Canal to the West coast and later to Hono- 
lulu, and upon reaching Guam, they had traveled a 
distance of approximately 10,000 miles. 

The animals are all well bred, pedigreed indivi- 
duals. The two Ayrshires, "Lucky Masterpiece" 
and "Pinehurst Good King", are from a noted line 
of high producing dairy ancestors. They were do- 
nated by Mr. Leonard Tufts, owner of the noted 
Pinehurst Farm at Pinehurst, North Carolina. The 
short horn bull, Duroc-Jersey hogs, and the Leghorn 
and Rhode Island Red chickens are from the Bureau 
of Animal Industry's (U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture) Experiment Station, at Beltsville, Maryland. 

This new blood should be a valuable asset to the 
Island livestock industry. The animals will be used 
in continuation of the Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion's work of establishing improved breeding herds 
and of upgrading the native livestock of the Island, 
and will be used by the Department of Public In- 
struction in connection with the establishment of an 
agricultural school. 

During the period of the Nitro's trip from San 
Diego, California, to Puget Sound, Washington, and 
return, the shipment was cared for by the Zoological 
Society of San Diego at the Zoological Gardens of 
that city. 

The fact that the animals landed at Guam in good 
condition after this long arduous sea voyage, is evi- 
dent proof that the ship's officers and the crew of the 
Nilro gave the stock particularly good care and 
attention. 

Sincere appreciation is due the donors of the valu- 
able stock and to the people and the organizations 
who so kindly furnished the necessary transportation 
and care. 



Guam To Be Represented At Paris Exposition 

The Government of France, having extended an 
invitation to the United States to participate in an 
International Exposition of Colonial and Overseas 
Countries, to be held in Paris, France, in 1931, the 
Congress of the United States passed legislation to 
finance such an exposition exhibit and authorized 
the President to appoint the necessary executives to 
carry out the enterprize. 

In accordance with this act of Congress, an appro- 
priation became available for Guam to supply photo- 



graphic material and such products of Guam as would 
be representative of Island products and of interest 
to others. Motion pictures and still pictures taken 
were to show something of the life, custom, indus- 
tries, and culture of the people together with what 
has been done by the United States in such matters 
as education, health, roads, and economics. All 
together, a large number of still pictures and three 
thousand two hundred feet of standard motion pic- 
ture films were taken during the period ending with 
the departure of the U. S. S. CHAUMONT, west- 
bound, on 15 January. 

Chief Photographer Arthur O. St. Jacques, U. S. 
Navy, was detailed to the Island by the Commander 
in Chief of the Asiatic Fleet, to do the photographic 
work and he covered the Island and its environs to 
the best of his ability with the limited photographic 
supplies available. The pictures have gone forward 
to the Navy Department, Office of Island Govern- 
ments, for developing and titling, and two boxes of 
Guam products of various kinds, such as copra, 
soap, specimens of weaving, etc., were consigned 
via the CHAUMONT to the Exposition's despatch 
agent. 

Due to Guam's irregular communications, our ex- 
hibit is arriving in the United States quite late, but 
all efforts are being made at this time to expedite its 
transshipment to France so that Guam may have its 
representation at the Exposition by June of this year. 



Amateur Radio Station Receives News 
Of Earthquake Disaster 

The following message was received at Brunton's 
amateur radio station February 5, 1931, from an 
amateur station in Christchurch, New Zealand: 

"The towns of Napier and Hastings in theHawkes 
Bay province of the North Island of New Zealand 
were wiped out in a terrible earthquake which occur- 
red at 11:00 a. m. yesterday, which rocked the coun- 
try and caused buildings to be hurled into bits. 
After the quake had reduced the towns to wreckage, 
fire broke out, leaving a path of charred timbers. 

The exact toll of life has not been yet ascertained, 
but it numbers into hundreds. Relief parties from 
all over New Zealand are rushing aid by warships, 
air, rail and road. 

Communication is maintained in the stricken dis- 
trict only by amateur radio. All the telegraph lines 
and commercial radio stations having been placed 
out of commission by the catastrophe. 

Napier's population was 18,000, while Hasting's 
was about half that number.' ' 



New Government For Samoa Urged 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26 (A. P.)— The Senate to- 
night passed a bill recommended by the American 
Samoan Commission providing for the creation of a 
new government of American Samoa. The bill pro- 
vides for extending American citizenship to Samoans.

No. 39 - 24 January, 1931 

The Congress which met in the Island of Guam on 
3 February, 1917, and which has been in continuous 
existence since that time, will be known hereafter as 
the First Guam Congress. This Congress will be dis- 
solved as of 15 March, 1931. 

The Congress which comes into existence on 16 
March, as a result of the elections of 7 March, 1931, 
will be known as the Second Congress of the Island of 
Guam. Each succeeding Congress, following at two- 
year intervals, will be designated by the next higher 
number, for example; that Congress which will come 
into existence on 16 March, 1933, will be known as 
the Third Guam Congress. 

Since the Congress has only one regular meeting per 
month, each such meeting will be known as a Session, 
and that meeting which occurs on 4 April, 1931, will 
be known as the First Session of the Second Congress. 
The various sessions will be numbered from one to 
twenty-four and all bills passed, or resolutions adopted, 
will show in their respective headings the Congress and 
the Session in which they were enacted. 



No. 40 - 26 January, 1931 

In order that the continuity of law in Guam may be 
safeguarded and preserved, and that an exact de- 
termination of the date of change of any law may be 
ascertained, no changes in "Orders and Regulations 
with Force and Effect of Law in Guam , \ in the 
"Customs Regulations and Tariff Schedule of the 
Island of Guam' ', in the "Harbor Regulations, Harbor 
of Apra, Guam", or in "The Rules and Regulations 
for the Government and Discipline of the Insular 
Patrol and Police Department", will be made except 
when such changes are based on a previously issued 
Executive Order, a proclamation of the Governor, or 
an act of the Congress of Guam duly approved by the 
Governor. This rule will not prevent the promulgation 
of changes, without previous order, when such changes 
are intended only for clarification or correction of the 
text . 

To facilitate reference to Executive Orders, theseries 
of Orders issued by the Governor, commencing 1 July, 
1929, will be known hereafter as Executive Orders and 
each will be assigned a number as follows;

The first Sunday in March of each odd numbered 
year is designated as a registration day. 
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The first Saturday which follows the first Sunday in 
March (in other words, the first Saturday following 
registration day) of each odd numbered year is desig- 
nated as election day. 



No. 42 - 27 January, 1931 

Elections of Commissioners and 
Deputy Commissioners 

To bring about uniformity in the methods of election , 
in the qualifications, and in the terms of office for the 
Commissioners and Deputy Commissioners, in Guam, it 
is hereby ordered. 

(a) That the terms of all Commissioners and 
Deputy Commissioners now in office expire on 15 
March, 1931. 

(b) That Commissioners and Deputy Commis- 
sioners to fill all prospective vacancies be elected at the 
general election which will take place on 7 March, 1931; 
these new officials taking office from and including 
16 March, 1931. 

(c) That any citizen of Guam, of sound mind, who 
is not now undergoing sentence imposed by the courts 
of Guam of or exceeding the degree of presidio correc- 
cional, is eligible for election as a Commissioner or 
Deputy Commissioner, providing he be a permanent 
resident of the municipally or district for which he 
stands. 

(d) That the terms of office for Commissioners and 
Deputy Commissioners, elected at regular elections, 
will be two years from and including the 16th day of 
March following election, unless sooner terminated by 
death, resignation, or at the pleasure of the Governor. 

(e) That the terms of office for Commissioners and 
Deputy Commissioners, elected at special elections, will 
expire on that 1 5th day of March which immediately 
follows the first succeeding general election. 

(f) The methods of establishing candidacy for the 
position of Commissioner or Deputy Commissioner will 
be as set forth in the Governor's order promulgating 
the general provisions of the election of 7 March, 1931.

Qualification for Voters and Candidates 
and Dates for Registration and Election 

In carrying out the provisions of Article VII of the 
Proclamation of 24 January, 1931, the following rules 
for the holding of the first general registration and 
election in Guam will be observed : 



Voters, Qualifications of. 

As provided in Article X of the proclamation of 24 
December, 1930, all citizens of Guam may vote with- 
out regard to race, color, or sex. Each citizen of 
Guam who has reached his 21st birthday, or shall have 
reached his 21st birthday by the date herein set for 
the election, shall be entitled to vote in the munici- 
pality in which he maintains his permanent residence; 
provided, he be of sound mind, not serving a lawful 
sentence of the Courts of Guam of or exceeding the 
degree of presidio correccional, and that he has duly 
registered in accordance with the provisions of this 
order. If a municipality be divided into districts, the 
citizen may vote only in the district in which he 
maintains his permanent residence. 
Registration and Election. 

The Head of the Executive Department is charged 
with conducting the registration and election herein 
ordered. 
Registration. 

The Board of Registration will consist of three 
members, of which at least two shall be citizens of the 
municipality or district in which the registration is to 
be conducted. The Board will be appointed by the 
Governor upon the recommendation of the Head of 
the Executive Department. 

The registration of voters for the first general 
election will take place in the various districts and 
municipalities on Sunday, 1 March, 1931. The Board 
will meet for the registration of voters during such 
hours as may be designated by the Head of the 
Executive Department. 

The Board will personally interview each voter who 
presents himself for registration and will satisfy itself 
that the applicant is a bona fide resident of that 
district, that he is a citizen of Guam, and that he is 
not otherwise disqualified as a voter. Those persons 
who are accepted as bona fide voters will be duly regis- 
tered to vote at the forthcoming elections and a complete 
list of such prospective voters will be held available 
by the Chairman of the Local Registration Board for 
inspection by interested parties. 
Election. 

The Board of Election will consist of three members, 
of which at least two shall be citizens of the munici- 
pality or district in which the election is to be held. 
Its members will be appointed by the Governor upon 
the recommendation of the Head of the Executive 
Department. 

The first general election will be held on Saturday, 
7 March, 1931, at which time the entire membership 
of both the Council and Assembly of the Second Guam 
Congress and all Commissioners and Deputy Com- 
missioners will be elected. All members of the 
Assembly will be elected for two-year terms; approxi- 
mately one-half of the members of the Council will be 
elected for four-year terms; and the other half of the 
Council for two-year terms. The districts or munici- 
palities which will elect Councilmen for two-year terms 
or for four-year terms will be determined by lot, and 
due notice will be published of that determination.

All Commissioners and Deputy Commissioners will be 
elected for two-year terms. The Board of Elections 
will keep the polling places open during such hours as 
may be designated by the Head of the Executive 
Department, which will be duly published to all 
concerned. 

All voting will be by secret ballot. 

Upon the closing of the polls, the Board of Elections 
will count the ballots and will forward a report of the 
elections, signed by all members of the Board, to the 
Head of the Executive Department. This report 
will be accompanied by a sealed package containing 
all ballots counted. 

The Ballots. 

The ballots will be prepared by the Executive 
Department and distributed to the various polling 
places. 

Candidates: 

Any citizen of Guam who fulfills the provisions set 
forth in Article 111(2) or Article 11(2) of the procla- 
mation of 24 January, 1931, may stand as a candidate 
for either the Council or Assembly, respectively. Any 
citizen of Guam who fulfills the provisions of paragraph 
(c), Executive Order Number 42, of 27 January, 1931, 
may stand "as a candidate for Commissioner or Deputy 
Commissioner. 

The application of each candidate to have his name 
entered on the ticket shall be forwarded, in writing, 
to the Head of the Executive Department prior to 21 
February, 1931. Ea : ch name so forwarded shall, if 
made in the name of the candidate, be supported by 
the signatures of at least ten citizens of Guam who are 
qualified to vdte in the district concerned; and if not 
forwarded in the name of the candidate, then it shall 
be supported by at least twenty-five citizens of Guam 
qualified to vote in the district concerned, 
i Any candidate who possesses the necessary qualifi- 
cations may enter his name for either House of the 
Congress and for either Commissioner or Deputy Com- 
missioner. The law does not prohibit a Commissioner 
or Deputy Commissioner from serving in either House 
of the Congress, nor does it prohibit a member of the 
Congress from standing for election as a Commissioner 
or Deputy Commissioner. 



No. 45 - 28 January, 1931 
Chief Commissioner-Commissioner of Agana 

In accordance with the provisions of Executive 
Order No. 42, of 27 January, 1931, the term of office 
of the Commissioner of Agana will expire on 15 March, 
1931. Upon the expiration of the term of office of the 
present Commissioner of Agana will be abolished. 

The position of Chief Commissioner is hereby created. 

The Chief Commissioner will be appointed by the 
Governor for an indefinite term, to expire at the 
pleasure of the Governor.

Can You Beat This ? 

The Island of Rota, which is inhabited by the same 
race and speaking the same language as the people 
of Guam, is the next Island of the same group and 
is only thirty miles distance from Guam. 

If a person in Guam wishes to communicate with 
a relative or friend in Rota by U. S. mail (and there 
is no cable or radio connection between the two 
places), he mails a letter at Agana, Guam, which is 
dispatched to Manila, a distance of one thousand five 
hundred and four miles, thence to Yokohama, Japan, 
one thousand five hundred and fifty miles, thence to 
Saipan, another island of the same group as Guam 
and Rota, a distance of one thousand five hundred 
miles, thence to Rota one hundred miles. The letter 
traveling a total distance of four thousand six hun- 
dred and fifty-four miles in order to reach a place 
which is in plain sight of Guam. 

When the Rota relative or friend wishes to send a 
letter to Guam by Japanese mail, it travels one hun- 
dred miles to Saipan, one thousand five hundred 
miles to Yokohama, three thousand nine hundred 
and fifteen miles to Honolulu, T. H., and three thou- 
sand three hundred and thirty-seven miles to Guam, 
a total distance of eight thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-two miles, and passing in sight of the place of 
origin on its way to Guam.

Hawaiian Pineapple Co. Not To Change Prices 

The Hawaiian Pineapple Company has practically 
sold out its entire pack and has experienced some 
shortage in various lines, but despite these two im- 
portant factors the company does not contemplate 
any change in prices in the immediate future, ac- 
cording to Harry E. MacConaughey, vice president 
and general sales manager. 

MacConaughey, in addition to his statement re- 
garding prices, advised that during 1931 his company 
will spend more money in advertising than ever be- 
fore, as well as continuing, in cooperation with the 
other pineapple packers, the campaign of education 
commenced some years ago to inform the public of 
the benefits and deliciousness of pineapples and thus 
further broaden the ever widening market for their 
product. 

MacConaughey, discussing prices, said: 

"So far as Hawaiian Pineapple Company is con- 
cerned, there is no thought nor idea of any change 
in our prices. 

"The consumption of pineapple goes steadily on 
and we see no reason why we should depart from our 
usual custom of naming our prices once a year." 

This year, he indicated, the annual price list will 
be compiled and released anywhere between May 1 
and July 1. 



Hawaiian Pineapple Pack at High Mark 

The 1930 Hawaiian pineapple pack will be the 
largest in history, according to the estimate of a pack 
of 12 600,000 cases received by Dean Witter & Co. 
from their Honolulu office. This compares with a 
pack of 9,210,240 cases in 1929 and 8,663,056 cases 
in 1928 The increase of nearly 3,390,000 cases is 
the largest ever recorded.
